For the past few months I have noticed 
there have been men almost continually at 
work chipping the kerbstores in the prin- 
cipal streets. I wonder why? , 

Usually, only the stones running onthe 
edge of the path are treated. Is it to give 
a clean effect to the paths? I doubt it, be- 
cause a few days, especially during rain, 
suffice to render the treated stones indis- 
tinguishable from their less fortunate 
brethren. 

Perhaps, it is to ensure that the edges 
of the paths do not become = slippery 
through wear? This would be, indeed, a 
laudable purpose, and to me seems the 
most likely. 

There is another possible meaning—to 
make the edge of the path more visible 
at night time; but I have not. much faith 
in this theory, especially since our city 
is so well lighted, except when the Graf- 
ton street lights disappear, as they al- 
most regularly do. 

The chipping business is not exactly a 
soul-building job, but, nevertheless, there 
seems to be quite an art in it. The angle 
of the chisel is all-important, and it is 
quite interesting to watch the steady, con- 
fident hands of the workman.
